In Dover, on Wrdueeday next 
at noon, for the purpose of cnn-ultlng upon and perfecting a proper 
game law for the consideration of the legislature; and also, If it be 
de< tiled expedient, to form a state association for the propagation and 
preservation of game.

Gen. A. T. A. Torbert, U. 8. A.,was called to the chair, an^l Mr. 
Geo. Churchman was elected secretary The object of the meet¬ 
ing being stated by the chair, which was In substance same as the 
foregoing letter of Richard Harrington, the New Castle sports¬ 
men were called upon to state their views and desires as to what 
they wanted the close season for quails to be. 

Mr. Geo. Churchman in reply stated that they had held a meet¬ 
ing and desired that the close season be from January 15 to Oc¬ 
tober 81, but should the time so asked not meet the views of the 
.sportsmen of Kent and Sussex counties, that the time of the 
close season be the same in the three counties. 

The Kent and Sussex county sportsmen asked that the time be 
from January 81 to November 80. Asa compromise, Mr. Richard 
Harrington, from Kent Co., moved that the close season be from 
January 21 to November 19. After considerable discussion the 
motion was carried. 

Tho Hon. James R. Lolland moved that we form a state associa¬ 
tion for the propagation and preservation of the game of the 
state; unanimously carried. 

Moved that a committee be appointed by the chair to draft a 
constitution and by-laws of a state association and submit the 
same to the legislature for Incorporation, and also draft a proper 
game law for the protection of the game In the state; carried. 

The following were appointed as a committee: Hon. James 
R. Loflaod, Hon. Anthony Higgins, Richard Harrington, J. N. 
Mills, George Churchman. 

There being no further business before the contention, It ad¬ 
journed to meet at the call of the president Delaware.

Orlando afterward earned fame ae a air*. and 
his blood conraea through the veins of many of the beet honea of the 
present day. He died at a green old age In December, 1888. The beet 
bid Col. Peel made after that for the Derby wee with tidmor. who ran 
third to the Flying Dnlchman and Hotspur la 1849. and two years later 
be retired from the terf to participate more Intimately la politic*. 
Through hit friends Lord Glasgow sod Mr. George Payne he still pre¬ 
served In some degree hie connection with racing matters, and he was 
more or leas Interested In the success of their honea. Upon hie re- 
calving his commlMlon ss General Peel, Lord Glasgow naned one of 


great races of 1854. General Peel, the boree, won the Two Thoneand 
Guineas of that year, bat In both Derby and 8t Lager be ran recond 
lo Blair Athol. When Lord Glasgow died In 18rW, be left his entire 
racing and breeding establishments to Mr. George Psvne and General 
Peel, and the horses were ran In the name of the former until 
1871, when General Peel’e colors once more appeared on a race 
course. With Bnfleld he won a couple of races In that and the follow¬ 
ing year, and then he had a good ran of success with Lady Masha in. 




was. up to the time of the General s death, Bret ravonie tor tne i wo 
Thousand Guineas and Derby of this year. General Peel usually sold 
all the cults and fillio* he had. and from hla farm came Sefton, the 
Derby winner of last year, besides several other good horaea. 

Under the laws of racing all nominations are rendered void by the 
death of the nominator, so that a large number of homes will be ren¬ 
dered Ineligible to compote for races In which they were entered by 
General Prel. Foremost among these la Peter, who was engaged In 
the Two Thousand Guineas. Derby and St. Leger, Rons Memorial 
Sinks* st Ascot; Snsex nuke, at Goodwood ard tbs Great Foal nukes 
si Nswmsrkst. Lancastrisu, the half brother of Sefton, was alao highly 
thought of In connection with the Derby and St. Legsr. In both of 
which he was engaged in addition to other races. Fortunately he wu 
nominated for the Two Thousand Guineas by Mr. C'rawfurd, so that 
bolds good. Altogether about fifty nominations will have to be de¬ 
clared void. The race for the Two Thousand Guinea* is now a much 
more open affair than it was when Peter was In it, and it Is pretty cer¬ 
tain to oe productive of mnch speculation and a much larger number 
of horses will be stripped for It than if Peter bad been a contestant. 
The purchase of Falmooth, Peter’s former stable companion, by Mr. F. 
Grettoo, mast now be considered s very lucky stroke of business, for 
bis value mast now be nearly doable the £6,000 Mr. Gretton gave for 
him, for with Peter out of the way, Falmouth stands out well ahead of 
all the two year-olds of lam year. Falmouth, however, has not been 
doing very well of late and be has been lodlned for splints, bat beyond 
stopping him In bis work and walking exercise being resorted to, 
nothing more serloos is anticipated, and that, in bis case, is not at 
present a matter of great consequence, for be will not be wanted antll 
the Derby Is ran for.

The Elfhth Anuuul Meeting of the FU lieu I turn I Asso¬ 
ciation. 

The meeting this year, held in the Director*' room of the Ful¬ 
ton Market Fish-Monger'* Association, on the 25th and 28th of 
February, was quite well attended, especially on the second day 
and about forty new members were added to the list. The num¬ 
ber and character of the papers read were fully up to the aver¬ 
age of preceding years, notwithstanding the fact that, on account 
of the date of the meeting, It was Impossible for Professor Baird 
ami his staff to be present, and unfortunately, the meeting of the 
New England commissioners took place on the 27th, and there¬ 
fore they could not be present. In order to lay before our read¬ 
ers a full account of the proceedings of both days, and the great 
llsb dinner following them, we w!U,ln this Issue confine our report 
to the 

must par. 

The meeting was called to order by the President, Hon. Robert 
R Roosevelt, who delivered a brief Introductory, mentioning the 
rapid spread fish-culture had made In the United 8tates by means 
of Individuals and the various State Fish Commissioners It 
was not only the fresh water fish which were being multiplied, 
“°w bein 8 “ ad « te Increase the cod, by the 
1 • 8. Fish Commission. So far the New York State Fish Com¬ 
missioners had devoted their attention solely to two or three kinds 
of fish, but what scope there might be In the future no one could 
state. Mr. Roosevelt complained of the variability as to the com¬ 
mon nomenclature of fish, and the difficulty which existed In 
making a man In one portion of the country understand what the 
same fish was when he called It by a name In use In some other 
part The president congratulated the association on its rapid 
increase, and the good work It had done. 

Letters of regret at not being able to attend were read from 
Mr. Wbltcher, of Canada, and several others. It being evident 
that the date of the meeting was such as to deprive the society 
of the presence of maoy of Its present members, and perhaps 
debar others from joining, It was decided to hold them in future 
near the close of March or beginning of April, the exact time to 
be decided upon by the executive committee. 

The l? 1 pap€r £ ad by the oecretary was by Mr. A. B. Sprout, 
of New Florence, Westmoreland county, Penn., on the cultiva¬ 
tion of trout In streams. Mr. Sprout being dissatisfied with the 
usual method of keeping trout entirely In ponds, constructed a 
series of running streams, with slight falls and eddies, and, pre¬ 
venting his fish from escaping, he thinks In this way he has suc¬ 
ceeded in raising not only finer fish, but of better flavor. A paper 
was read by Mr. Thomas Clapham, of Roslyn, Long Island This 
gentleman, who is a trout-raiser, ha* the advantage of having his 
trout streams and preserves near the sea-coast. He Is then 
enabled to utilize the abundance of sea-food, which can be bad at 
a low cost. His young trout are all fed on clams, which are 
Iwlled and bruised, then passed through a selve. This method 
being apparently a closer approach to nature, Mr. Clapham affirms ' 
has very much Improved the character of his artificial trout Mr. 

A. F. Clapp, of 8unbury, Penn., sent a paper on the “ Gross Fish- < 
way,” accompanied by a carefully prepared plan. This fish-way ' 
seemed to combine practical usefulness and economy as to con- 1 
Ktruetlon, and as the principle was one where the fish made but ’ 
slight leaps, to rise the fall, Mr. Clapp thought that It would 
work well for shad, which Is well known to be the most timid of 1 
fish. Mr. H. D. McGovern’s paper on the parasites and enemies •' 
of trout was quite Interesting. This paper gave rise to some dls- ' 
cusslon, In which Messrs. 8etb Green, Frederick Mather, and Prof ' 
Fuller took part. Mr. McGovern, who has bad no little experl- 8 
cnee among the trout streams of Long Island, gave as bis opinion I 
that the cause of the great depletion of the Long Island trout 1 
dreams was a bug which, as he described It, has the power of 1 
overpowering a young fish larger than Itself.

PoiNTEHH .—Continued 


BY “lEATHBRHBAD,” IN “BELL’S LIFE." 

I n the present series of papers I believe I have gone Into the 
relative merits of, at any rate, the most prominent pointer sires 
of the day, but there Is something more wanted than even the 
right selection of a sire to command a success sufficient to make 
a name as a breeder of any particular race of animals. It Is, In 
fact, the great bar to success that people are not particular euough 
from every Bide of the question. We hear a man say, “ I have got 
a rare old pointer bitch, as good as gold in the field, and I mean 
to get the best sire for her that I can find for money.” He does 
so, and uses, perhaps, good judgtneni^from such a list as I have 
given In Bell'* Life, at the expense of five guineas as a fee, aod 
another fifteen shillings to a pound for traveling expenses, 
sinking In reality about £« over the matter. This sura, for the 
ouly kind of pointer bitch that I would breed from, Is exceed¬ 
ingly well laid out, and there is hardly a better means of getting 
a quicker return, as pointers are amongst the most prolific of all 
the canine family, and the most ordinary litter of all, according 
to my experience, Is eight puppies. To get rid of these at seven 
weeks old there Is never any difficulty, provided they are bred 
right, at from five to seven guineas each; so that, supposing one 
wishes to keep a brace, there may be, with ordinary luck, two 
brace and a half to sell, counting an odd one to the bad, which, 
at the lower rate, 5guineas, would be 35 guineas, less Ati.ahd £4 
for keep, leaving a round balance of £15, and a brace of pointer 
puppies to continue your sort. The whole extent of this trans¬ 
action Is four months, so It Is quite a different affair from paying 
£10 for the service of a stallion to a mare, and being obliged of 
necessity to wait two years before there could be any return. 
This Is taking a moderate view of such a case, as noted breeders 
of pointers and setters can always command a deal more than five 
guineas each for whelps. The late Mr. Laverack for bis setters 
charged during the latter part of his life 35 guineas a brace for 
wbelps, and he told me that he could have sold three times as 
many as he bred. But how many there are about the country 
advertised for sale over and over again, at any sort of price from 
a guinea upward. And is It to be wondered at, considering the 
stupidity and carelessness of the majority of breeders! Common 
sense should tell people that If a pedigree Is not known, the odds 
are strongly In favor that the animal Is only a resemblance on 
one side of ((^.parentage, and that, In the ordinary course of 
things, the other side Is likely to come out in any attempt to 
breed from an uncertainty. A purchase Is made of a brace of 
pointers from a dog dealer, who, If he la even an honest man, 
will not pretend to their pedigree, so they may be half 
pointers and half setters, is I can tell my readers for 
certain that a so bred poluter cannot be told from a genuine arti¬ 
cle In all Instances. I have known cases where the adherence to 
the poluter side was so great that judges would not have picked 
out the illegitimate geutleman from amongst a dozen, excepting 
by chance; and as the dropper or first cross Is notoriously a good 
animal, the deception has the greatest possible chance to be con¬ 
tinued. Then comes, however, the disappointment and the un¬ 
varnished truth of the case, as no dropper was ever known to get 
his own likeness. He would throw back in all probability to the 
other side of his parentage, to which he had no resemblance, or 
perhaps a mixture between the two, and making up the ordinary 
street moDgrel, or at any rate an addition to that tribe. This Is the 
risk that Is run in breeding from an unknown bitch nr dog; and in 
becoming every day I live more particular In the matter of dog 
breeding, even when I am associating myself with kennels of 
known excellence, I like to breed from both sides that have been 
actually tried. I think these previous trials by my neighbors are 
everything, as dog and bitch throwing nothing else but exact 
likenesses of themselves Is to me the patent proof that their breed¬ 
ing is perfectly correct. To go down in the morning and to find 
such a litter as this, Is one of the most pleasing incidents of a 
breeder’s life You see before you the result of your own judg¬ 
ment. There they are. the little liver and white or lemon and 
white pointers; some are marked to a shade like the dog, and 
some like the bitch, but the family likeness of'all is exact, and 
when you feel the little things their coals are as much of a tex¬ 
ture as cloth from the same piece. The contrast of feeling, how¬ 
ever, Is very different to come down and find two or three black 
and white ones, ditto lemon and white, liver and white, and 
splashed all ways with blalr heads, and some soft coated ones and 
some hard. The Irritability of my temper has become very seri¬ 
ous on such occasions, and I fear I have anathematized very 
fiercely confidential men, friends for their advice, and the con¬ 
founded fellow who sold me the bitch. One can never prove any¬ 
thing over such a contingency, and thus one la inclined to harp 
over It, and imagine all sort*-of things against all sorts of people, 
without perhaps any very great reason for doing so. It has prob¬ 
ably been one’s own fault for trusting too much to others, or, 
In other words, not being particular enough. I see a host of peo¬ 
ple, however, who might say the same thing about not being par¬ 
ticular enough, and sometimes their ventures have turned out 
successes by the mere chance of pitching on the right source; 
but aa a rule they have met with failures, aod often enough 
breeding animal* has been given up with disgust The best plan, 
aod those whoj stay long enough are sure to learn that It Is 
the beat by experience, la never to trust to anything like 
chance at all. Never believe anyone about an old 
strain, known in the North, or the South, or the 
West, and about such and such an animal belong¬ 
ing to It, but before haring anything to do with 
such a strain, demand and find out every particular about the sire 
and dam of the animal In question as the first link of the Inquiry, 
and then ascertain the ancestry to the aforesaid old strain. This 
I know people very often omit to do, and the result of such a want 
of prudence la often disappointment Since shows and field 
trial* have been established It Is far easier to find and trace 
sources, as the competitors In such events are, In a way, public 
chlraatsra, and oiqmrtunlties are given to see with one's own 
eye* how any particular merit la transmitted from generation t* 
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generation. The champion Drake, supposed to be the best 
pointer in England, of his day, proved his own title to such a 
character by performances at field trials, and his sons and daugh¬ 
ters emulating the same performances, though perhaps, In leaser 
degree, was proof positive that Drake’s was a correct pointer ped¬ 
igree. That certainly established In one’s mind. It Is rendered 
easy to continue In the same line, and to watch bow the family 
tree progresses in the continuation of merit. This la better than 
to listen to the i pee dixit of any casual friend or supposed Judge 
about some old strain in the North, or a breed known only on 
the bogs of Ireland. But how many have bred, and still breed, 
from such hearsay, although the opportunities to do otherwise 
are now almost legion. In pointer breeding alone there are such 
proved strains as the Drake, the 8efton, the Knowsley, the 
Devon Bang, the Hamlet, the Sancho, the Brockton’s Bounce, the 
Statter's Major, etc., proved by field trials, aod a continuation of 
that form which comes regularly down from father to son, and Is 
proved to our eyes at the Bhows. I should therefore advise all 
would-be pointer breeders, and for the matter of that, all setter 
breeders as well, to follow what they have seen or can see, and 
not to listen to all that Is told them. The wisest course for any¬ 
one wishing to establish a kennel is to consider which strain he 
should prefer, and having so determined, he should make that 
strain his foundation; but he should make It very clear that he 
docs get the strain he has made up his mind to procure, for 
by the way advertisements are allowed to appear lh newspapers 
nowadays everyone can say he owns a particular strain, whether 
he docs or not. Stud dogs are allowed to be advertiser. as pure 
Laverocks that have not a particle of Laverack blood in them, 
and miserable pointers, bred anyhow are foisted on the public 
as pure Drakes or pure Seftons, when such tribes never knew 
them. I breed both pointers and setters, and I can count up on 
the fingers of one band all the scources I should go to for all the 
fresh blood I might require. There is, for Instance, a head quar¬ 
ter, and In some cases more than one, for each pointer strain I 
have mentioned above, and breeders should get them from 
no other. I have remarked through this series of papers 
that I have great faith in the Sefton pointer family, as 
I believe the Earls Sefton for some generations have had a pride 
in the breed, and have consequently kept it pure. I should not 
have believed this entirely on hearsay more than of any other 
so-called family sort, but I have tried breeding other Btralos on 
Sefton-bred bitches, and I have never been disappointed. I have 
seen the results also In Mr. George Pllklngton’s kennel, as ihat 
gentleman laid his foundation on a Sefton stock, crossing It with 
the Drake family, and certainly of late years Mr. Pllklngton’s 
pointers have even surpassed the original stock. This has been 
accomplished, however, on principle, for, excepting the well- 
known Edge strain from the Appleby kennels, nothing of hearsay 
has been admitted Into the quarters where Faust and Tory now 
hold court. Mr. Statter’s foundation of bis noted kennel was the 
same, and that gentleman would as soon take an advertisement 
as gospel, or listen to any story about an old Northern strain, as 
believe that the late directors of the Glasgow Bank could turn 
their present tide of affairs Into a gold mine. Lord Sefton has 
of late years sent drafts to Aldridge's, and the bestof the bitches 
have been mostly purchased by Mr. Pllklngtou, whilst the rest 
have fallen into other hands, and I expect. In most Instances, 
spoilt by being badly crossed or neglected altogether. Mr. Stat- 
ter has bred this sort many years, and Lord Downe has crossed 
a great deal Into Lord Sefton’s kennel, so that the above sources 
mentioned may be considered the only reliable ones to obtain 
the strain pure. The Drake blood Is tolerably scattered through¬ 
out the country, but if any one asked me to get them a Drake 
bitch now of under five years old, I should not be able to do so 
from any quarter excepting from Mr. Lloyd Price’s. The Lord 
Downe's Mars bitches are also scarce, and In all cases valuable, 
for as Mars’ services were always great favors, none but good 
bitches were sent to him. Sancho bitches are all of a certain 
age, and none could be obtainable at the present moment, 
though their value to anyone fortunate enough to own them must 
be very considerable. There are doubtless some good Hamlet 
bitches about still, but none that could be purchased, and to be 
certain to get the nearest strain to the old dog In Its integrity 
there would be no other kennel to go to than Mr. Whftehouse's. 
Good champion Bang bitches would do well, I expect, to found 
a kennel upon, but he has been bred from to unautbentlcated 
bitches, and not a great deal with such strains as the Sefton, the 
Drake, or the Mars, so his daughters must be taken with caution, 
and the best source, to get them would be to go to Mr. 8. Price 
himself, as those he parted with the other day, for Instance, to 
the Americans, by Bang out of Belle, by Sancho, would be inval¬ 
uable to breed from, as Belle proved her correctness of pedigree 
by throwing whole litters of perfect puppies. I shall throw out 
some more bints in future papers as to the safest way to get 
bitches of such certain breeding as to preclude any possibility of 
disappointment, if only properly crossed and taken care of. My 
advice to breeders is to shun the unknown pedigree ones like 
poison, and also the ones descended from the old family sorts, 
dating from the conquest, etc., but with no names of even the 
sire or dam recorded, or even remembered. In one of the many 
journeys I have taken to look at dogs, I found the object of my 
travels to be a very mlddllng-looklng one, but his credentials gave 
him a descent from about 1750. I was a bit credulous, and talk¬ 
ing to the young lady of the house of what a beautiful pet this 
charming dog was, It dropped out so Innocently that papa had 
bought him one day from a man In the street for a sovereign 
when be was taking her to school. I never told the owner of this, 
hut I did not patronize his dog. 

The Dogs of the Pant »nd Present.

Editor Chicago Field:— The columns of the Chicago Field 
have lately contained some very able and Interesting articles. 
They show much thought, baaed upon an experience and ability. 
To reason why such results come, and what we may expect to 
see. If we conform to rules, as followed by T. 8. Van Dyke as a 
marksman with the gun. Also the articles written by Bell'i cor¬ 
respondent, Leatherbead, on breeding. His theories are sound 
In regard to breeding, for If we are to have distinct breeds of set¬ 
ters, the Gordans, for Instance, then let us have them of uniform 
color, at least on the show bench, ao that there will be no ques¬ 
tioning ou that point.

I believe It can be bred In 
them a* well a* other qualities, aod yet, has but little Import¬ 
ance compared with the Innate field .qualities that all pointers 
and setters should have. Breeding la a study that ha* for Its 
foundation some very peculiar necessities. In fact It la the desire 
for, and the necessity of something better all the time, that onr 
nature* urge us on, beyond, Into the imaginary, for we have not 
seen what we really know la to come, and will be seen In future 
perfection by those who live after ns. 

I cannot Imagine a more enjoyable Ilf* than those gentlemen 
live, who have pecuniary means ample enough to admit of stock 
raising on a large seals, where breeding tha finest grads* can bn 
mads a study, aod by experimenting, to produa* often limes. 


better than has ever been seen of their kind before. The In¬ 
ventor may be happy In his workshop. The sculptor may see in 
the marble column the Image of his ideal beauty; mao'a brain 
may delve Into tbe silent piles of literary records and from 
them, fashion some new Ideas, that may make him great, bat 
after all he wearies and longs for something that will give 
him rest from the dally turmoilB of a pent up life 
out lu the fields, or through the woodlands his mind feeds upon 
different themes as he Is carried In thought, along with the di¬ 
versified scenery, until he feels an exhilaration of mind and body 
renewed aa it were, a boy again, living, in every sense of the 
word, not dying, unconsciously, ts many are, behind the brick 
and mortar walls of cities, voluntary Inmates of prisons, where 
they become fascinated by the excitements of Intemperance In 
every form, forgetting, In fact not knowing, they are passing 
through this world blindfolded, losing the enjoyment of freedom 
and most everything that is worth living for. But circumstances 
alter casea very materially, and I find I am drifting away from my 
snbject,shootlng on preserved lands, whilst I had better attend to 
my doga. I presume our forefathers enjoyed hunting In the 
peculiar manner of their times, ss much as we do now with all 
our modern improvements of arms, and some would say, dogs. 
But have we Improved upon the dogs? If we have, then we 
need not look back at all, but go on Improving; but If we have 
not, then I think It would be well to make a halt, and Bee where 
In our dogs now are deficient. Memory muat serve us as a record, 
for although In England they have for a number of years kept 
records (genealogical and field) yet those records do not show 
that their field dogs possess any belter qualities now than they did 
twenty years ago, or do our records or the memories of our oldest 
living sportsmen, tell us we have any better, but not as good, as 
to the general number, as they had twenty yeara ago. I speak 
now or would particularly In reference to the note of our pointers 
and setters, it being the main quality that goes to make onr field 
doga valuable. Without It all the beauty of form, color, and even 
Intelligence, amonnts to nothing (on Intelligence I will speak 
hereafter), and as the power of scenting game exists In a greater 
or less degree In the dog, coupled with a discerning power, so 
does bis value become enhanced. I am a believer In tbe Idea 
that tbe better nose a dog has tbe more Intelligent be Is, tbe 
easier be Is taught, his perceptions are more acute, he acquires 
more readily those attributes that belong to a compaulonable dog 
In tbe field and out of It; therefore all other qualities are sec¬ 
ondary, but In breedtug the fundamental basis should be the nose. 
Build up to that with an eye to beanty, and not neglect it, as It 
has been woefully neglected during tbe last ten years, so that, 
breeders have been studying to procure beautiful doga for the 
bench, breeding to a type of beauty, forgetting tbe old maxim. 
“ pretty Is that pretty does," until to have a first-class superior 
setter or pointer Is to own an animal that but few possess. 

I have asserted that the dogs of to-day, as a class, do not pos¬ 
sess as fine powers of scent nose, as the dogs of twenty years ago. 
I am confident could Herbert visit this earth be would be one of 
tbe authorities that no man could doubt, or would have a dispo¬ 
sition to coutradfct, and that he could tell you of Oscar Sand- 
ford's kennel, on tbe meadows near New York, where could be 
seen at almost any time, numbering from fifteen to twenty-five 
pointers and Betters owned by different parties and possessed of 
different strains of blood, so the kennels would represent very 
well the dogs of 1»45 to 1855 thatruled as field dogs. Aod when 
I speak of the dogs of twenty-five years ago, I mean those dogs 
that I bbw hunt, and which were not considered then above medi¬ 
ocrity. I do not remember these numerous false points we sec 
and hear of now. I do not remember to have seen the owners 
keep their dogs in, for fear they would Hush their game. I do 
not remember to have heard any exclamations of applause when 
a dog—as I have seen them—going at a rattling gait, would 
wheel and stand as staunchly as a rock, and I believe, for au 
hour; It was no uncommon thing. Everybody’s pointer and set¬ 
ter was expected to do that, and they, with but few exceptions, 
had not the training our dogs have now; it was true nature In 
them, it was the general rule and acceptation that a pointer and 
setter meant dogs that etood birds. Not where a bird hud been, 
but too*. Now the question arises, Is it a good nose that makes 
a dog stand or point where birds have been, instead of where they 
are—to be continually drawing on something all tbe time, making 
fal*e point* f Does It show he has a fine nose ! or does It not 
show he has a poor nose, and is undecided whether there Is game 
there or not; goes feeling along, and when he runs on his game, 
flushes It, and drops—towing they say—naturally. Yes, I’ll ac¬ 
knowledge It’s natural, his very looks say: What’s that! An 
old-time pointer would have barked out: That’s a quail. I 
flushed him; kill me if I do It again. A. C. Waddell,

Eastern lloga Among Prairie Chickens. 

Corning, Iowa. 

Editor Chicago Field: —A friend has enclosed me an article 
clipped from a recent number of the “Great Consolidated,” 
asking if its statements are true The article has for Its beading 
“ Eastern Dogs Among Prairie Chickens,” and appears over tbe 
name of Ivanhoe. I have not the remotest Idea who Ivanhoe 
may be, bat will credit him with being the champion mlsrepre- 
senter of the age. He represents his friend and himself as com¬ 
ing West, accompanied by “two as nicely broken keen-nosed 
dogs as can be produced anywhere within one hundred miles of 
New York.’’ He further save, “My dogs were broken and had 
always been bunted In the brush.’’ He and his friend put these 
celebrated dogs down on tbe prairie about three miles from the 
town of Worthington, Minn. I again quote: “They ran In, 
they ran over, they crossed each other's points and chased one 
old cock bird about five miles.’’ That is what these “thor¬ 
oughly broken, keen-nosed” New York doge did out West. 
They borrowed a native and tried it agalu next day. I give the 
result In Ivanhoe's own words: “One dog got a beautiful point, 
and tbe other saw It, but Instead of backing, as I have seen him 
do a thousand times, be rushes across the other dog’s point, 
and up fly at least twenty-five chickens, all full grown. Tbe dog 
caught one by tbe wing and brought It to us In triumph. This 
performance so demoralized the other dog, that In leas thau a 
half hour we were compelled to tie them both In the wagon 
again, agd follow after our old lop-sided-long-tobacco-leaf 
eared-borrowed purp, who knew nothing bat to find, point, 
fetch, and in fact behave himself as a well-broken dog should." 
Please remember the “ old lopsided, etc.,” was the borrowed 
native, and Is still farther described as “ A cross between a bull- 
bitch and a window-shutter.” 

To qaote again from this very reliable account, “ And now in 
conclusion let me ask tbe Intelligent readers of For at and 
Stream, who, perhaps, have gone through a like experience, why 
la It that our Eastern doga, especially those broken In tbe bush, 
as mine were, are of so little account out West! There are 
doubtless many fine blooded dogs out there, but the coif majority 
of all the dogs we saw used were mongrels, many of whom 
haven't tbe slightest trace of the bird dog about them. Shep¬ 
herd doge, Xnejuundland doge, oolllet, hound* of every kind, point 
era and setters, hunt equally well, and att can find more birds, 
endure more and give better satisfaction than our dogs upon 
which wa bav* spent our hundreds, and who suit a* eiartly at 
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home, bat who, when brought la contact and competition with I 
those curs and mongrele, disgrace ua at every turn.” There Is 
no editorial contradiction of these misrepresentations attached to 
this article, and yet the editor of Fareet and Stream must have 
known such statements to be untrue. Their publication, unre¬ 
buked not only tends to mislead every Eastern reader of that 
natter ’ not personally posted In such matters, but the statement 
as to the ttnrf of dogs we of the West bunt game birds with Is 
absolutely and entirely false. Neither Ivanhoe nor any one 
else ever saw such dogs as he names used for such pur- 
noses either In the West, or anywhere else. That hundreds 
of droppers are used here, Is a well known fact, and 
It Is true that they mane serviceable companions In many cases, 
In the absence of better material, but, Lord help us, "hounds, 
collies and Newfoundlands,”—who ever heard of such a thing' 
Whv don’t I van hoe ask the “Intelligent" (1) editor of Bald paper 

about such things, instead of addressing bis silly questions to Its 

“ Intelligent readers,” and why did not the editor of the “(treat 
Consolidated," If Intelligent enough for his position, auswer Ivan- 
hoc privately, and consign bis silly effusion to the waste basket. 
Or has the "G. C.” reached a position so exalted that It can 
afford to publish a libel on the entire body of Western S|K>rtameu, 
even under the guise of Idiotic correspondence.

From this 
cross may be produced a dog superior to either of the pure 
breeds What sportsmen wont Is tho best dog for the purpose, 
whether he be pure or cross-bred. It Is by experimenting some 
of our best hunilng stratus have been established. There Is no 
dog lu England that rank* higher a* a retriever than this breed. 
They are intelligent with good nose, and being bred on one side 
from the Labrador Newfoundland, are as much at home in water 
as on land, with a coat especially adapted to shed water. Their 
size and color Is the malu objection to the pure breed, but if by 
crossing with the Irish water spaniel these objections can be re¬ 
in ved. there la no doubt they will become a popular breed for 
duck retrievers. Of the Chesapeake dog I cannot speak under- 
ataiidlngly. 1 examined those exhibited at a bench show in Balti¬ 
more arriving at the conclusion that they were not a pure breed, 
as there were no two alike, being different In colors also lu coat, 
yet each owner claimed his to be the pure breed, and those that 
differed from them, to be mongrels. On the sea coast they are 
highly prized, but I should think their size would lie against 
them for Western shooting. Experiments are being tried In cross¬ 
ing this breed with the Irish water spaniel. With the experiment 
now In progrea* It will soon be demon*trated whether either of 
the crosses mentioned will produce a better duck retriever than 
we now have In the Irish water spaniel pure- Shamrock. 


Diseases of Dogs.

Editor Chicago Field:— In a former number of your paper *j 
one of your correspondents desired some Information regarding 
the respective merits of the different breed of duck retrievers, ( 
which at preseut lime may be classed as Irish water spaniels, j 
black English retrievers and Chesapeake Biydogs. The ques- t 
Hon is, which is the better breed for the purpose of rctrivlng ( 
wild fowls from the lakes, rivers and marshes of the West. 1 am ( 
decidedly of the opinion that the Irish water spaniel possesses all ( 
the requisites that go toward making a good dog for that pur- ( 
pose. He has the size, color, coat, nose. Intelligence, courage, f 
and la as much at home in the water as on land, a natural re- ( 
trlever, nearly all I have bred retrieving the first or second time ( 
anything was thrown for them to bring, even though not over 
three months old. Much of the merit of a duck dog depends 
upon his education. I do not propose to say all are equally In¬ 
telligent or courageous, as I think that in a degree depends upon 
their education. So far as I am acquainted with the breed they do 
not require and will not stand harsh treatment when youog. | 
Kindly Bhow them wbat you desire and they readily learn. Attempt , 
to force them before they understand fully your wishes, and they 
are easily cowed, from which it Is hard to reclaim them. Your 
correspondent speaks of them as being lazy; my experience does 
not justify me In accepting this assertion as true; as a geueral , 
rule I have found them quite headstrong, yet, by at all times en¬ 
forcing strict obedience to orders, easily handled. King of the 
River and Bob, the dogs I use, are perfectly obedient ejther to 
word or signal, are ever on the alert to anticipate ray wishes. 1 
do not allow them during the close season to remain Inactive,but 
almost dally give them some work. One great trouble with all 
hunting does is, that during close season they are not cootluuaily 
drilled In a major portion of the work to be required of them in 
open season. They are allowed to run riot, thereby con¬ 
tracting many bad habits, which it takes time and patience to 
eradicate. I have found them to have a good nose, finding many 
birds that not being dead when they struck the ground had run 
long distances and hid in deep grass; In fact, I consider them 
just the dog for duck shootlng.A I would not for a moment con¬ 
tend that all are equally good. Eren under the most Bktltful treat¬ 
ment, some will prove worthless/but I speak of them as a breed. 

I have not seen any that were properly handled gun-shy, but I 
have Been them gun-shy caused by bad handling. I purchased 
one I bred as the party who had him claimed he was gun-shy, 
but with little trouble I broke him, so to-day there Is no dog 
fonder of the gun or a more willing retriever than he Is. They 
should be accustomed to the gun when young, and not as one I 
now think of, who did not hear the report of a gun until he was 
nearly a year old; he was then token In a boat where he remained 
quiet until ducks began to fly and four shots were made at them 
tn succession, which so frightened him that he jumped from the 
boat, for which he received a severe whipping. This bad man¬ 
agement made him gun-shy for a time, but he was reelalmed_and 
made a good one. Next In Importance to the Irish water spaniel 
come black English retrievers, which are divided Into two classes, 
the smooth or wavy and the curly-coated. There are but 
few pure specimens of this breed In the West, the best I 
know of are owned by Mr. Lewis, an attochee of the Chicago 
Field. His dog Nelson Is from Gorse's celebrated strain of curly 
coated dogs, having been brought to this country by an Engltsb 
gentleman who made a hunting tour through the West and dis¬ 
posed of this dog on his return home. The bitch Flora, owned 
by same party, Is of the wavy-coated class, a direct descendant 
from the noted pair Jet and Bwan, Imported by Blake A Parker, 
and for a time owned by Mr. Milligan, of this city. They are 
both good specimens. From Flora he bred a litter of whelps by 
John Gillespie's Irish water spaniel, who was a son of Blnbad out 
of Queen. Of these whelps he kept one; the others are In the 
bands of good sportsmen, who speak In the highest terms of 
their qualities as retrievers of wild fowl. These dogs are black 
Injcolor, which Is to most sportsmen a great objection, yet I am 
ofjtbe opinion that the second cross with the spaniel may pro¬ 
duce the llvsr color, which Is more desirable: the experiment Is

When this disease arise/from the presence of foreign bodies In 
the eye, such as dirt, tharhs, portions of leaves, Ac., it Is al ways 
neceBMry In the first Instance, to remove the article, which will 
generally produce a cure; however,It Is sometimes necessary to use 
a cooling lotion and administer a purge ; the lotion I prescribed 
in my last article Is very useful, or the following may be used: 
Tincture of arnica, 4 drops; tincture of opium, tO drops; mix. 
camphor, l ounce—mix. The way to apply it Is as follows: Take 
a piece of lint, double It several thicknesses, lay it upon the eye, 
and keep it wet with the lotion. The above treatment Is also 
recommended when the eye is Injured by Brings of Insects, bites 
of dogs, the scratchlngs of cats, wounds from briars, &c. 

CATARACT. 

This disease Is an opacity of the crystalline lens, or of its cap¬ 
sule, or both. This derangement of the organ of vision In the 
dog Is very common; It results from numerous causes, and Is 
more frequently seen in old than In young dogs. The causes are, 
old age, bad feeding, hard work, or produced by subsequent in¬ 
jury ; In some Instances I have known It to be congenital. When 
it occurs in young dogs It Is nearly always the result of wounds, 
or blows on the head. Cataract may come on rapidly or slowly, 
but from Its known habit, 1 should be inclined to Bay it was slow 
tn Its formation, but my experience will not let me state posi¬ 
tively on that point. No breed Is especially liable to it; all are 
exposed to it alike Cataracts are divided Into c<psular , lenticular, 
and capeulo-tenticular, according as the capsule, or lens, or both, 
are affected. The cataract may be detected by a gradual increas¬ 
ing dimness of sight : the dog being able to see bettor when the 
pupil is expanded in faint light, or by the application of bella¬ 
donna, and by Inspection, showing the cpaclty of the lens, which 
Is of a white, gray black, or mottled appearance, and by catoptric 
examination <>f the eye, which Is done as follows: When a 
lighted candle is held before the eye, three Images of It are seen, 
two erect and one Inverted; the former owing to reflections from 
the cornea aud anterior surface of the crystalline lens; the latter, 
owing to reflection from the posterior layer of the crystalline. In 
the treatment of cataract, little can be doue in curing the dis¬ 
ease, as It will, in spite of all our skill, terminate In total blind¬ 
ness. However, in cases existing In a young dog, sometimes the 
disease cau be arrested by cleanliness, good, wholesome food, 
(avoid flesh); plenty of outdoor exercise, a swim In cold water, 
dally, occasional mild purging, and blowing mild stimulating 
powders Into the eye.

The next In line Is June, owned by the same 
gentleman, a model bitch; her too is good, with a coat of a glossy- 
black; she has a very delicate nose, and Is the finest briar bitch I 
ever knew. Following her comes Miss Alexlnta Judson, by- 
Malcolm, ex-Bacheldor’s Belle, by Odell's Ned, ex-Farra’s Fan, 
also belonging to Mr. H. Malcolm’s kennel. She is a prettily- 
marked blech, her coat being of the richest black, with very dark 
ton markings. She was bunted some last Fall, showing grand 
field action and fine nose, with staying powers all that anyone 
could wish for. Patopsco, by Malcolm, ex-June, owned by Mr. 
I. T. Norris, of thlB city, is as fine a oue-year old pup as can be 
found.

Both of these 
dogs give evidence of fine promise, and all certainly reflect much 
credit on their sire, whom I believe, Mr. Editor, has no superior 
tn this country.

AMAUROSIS—OR GLASS ETE. b 

This is a partial or complete loss of sight from Insensibility of h 
the optic nerve. The disease Is characterized by a diluted state a 
of the pupil, which seldom contracts from the effects ofiqhe slim- a 
ulus of a powerful light. _ * 

The causes of amaurosis are: from local plethora; Trom de- I 
rangement of the stomach; from congestion of the brain; from 1 
general debility; or from narcotics or poisons. In which cases It \ 
is said to be functional, or It may arise from organic disease of « 
the brain, or of the eye itself, In which case It Is called organic. I 
Treatment.-Organic amaurosis la generally Incurable. Functional i 
amaurosis may be relieved by the removal of Its causes, by ap- i 
propriate constitutional and local treatment, and sometimes by I 
blisters, or by strychnine exhibited Internally or externally, by i 
sprinkling It over a blistered surface above the eye, In proper- i 
lion of a grain night and morning; at the same rime half a grain I 
can be administered night and morning internally. i 

WEAK EYES. S 

Some dogs, especially some of the spaniel breeds, have nat- , 
urally weak eyes, attended by a constant flow of tears. When 
there Is no disease of the lachrymal duct, the eyes may be 
strengthened by the dally application of a toulc wash; aB sul¬ 
phate of zinc, one scruple; water, five ounces, or nitrate of sti¬ 
ver, one scruple; water, six ounces. a 

FISTULA LACBRTMALIS. 

There Is a small canal leading from the Interna) angle of the 
eye to the nostrils, this canal Is termed the lachrymal duct, and 
Is for the purpose of conveying the tears from the eye. This 
duct Is sometimes closed from Inflammation of the lachrymal sac, 
or from obstruction of the ductus ad nasum. The tears no 
longer have a natural outlet, are forced over the eyelids. When 
this canal becomes obstructed, there often forms an ulcerous 
opening In the cheek, communicating with the lachrymal sac, 
through which the lachrymal secretions escape. This opening Is 
called “Fistula lachrymalle." Treatment.—The obstruction of 
l.he nasal duct may be removed by a probe, properly bent, Intro¬ 
duced Into the nasal duct from beneath the Inferior opening of 
the nose, or by a probe or oarrow knife introduced Into the lach¬ 
rymal sac, and passed downwards and slightly backward In the 
course of the nasal canal, until it reaches the Inferior opening of 
the nose, It is then to be withdrawn, and a nailheaded style may 
then be placed In the canal to keep it open. The dog must he 
confined so as to prevent him from scratching or rubbing the 
eye. If It Is necessary to wear the style for a length of time, I 
would recommend a wire muzzle to be worn, which would be of 
little or no inconvenience to the dog. For ulceration of the eve- 
ltd, I know of no bettor remedy than the application of the 
nitrate of silver ointment. For isorU oh the eyelid*, excise them 
■ with the scissors, and apply to the wound nitrate of silvar.

Breaking Puppies. Sioux Kalis, D. T. —Editor Chicago Field: 
—I was not a little pleased to read the difference of opinion ex¬ 
pressed by yourself and Black Ned, as to the beet course to pur¬ 
sue In breaking puppies. I confess I am but a novice In the 
business, and It would be egotistical In me to venture an opinion 
in the matter when such sage doctors disagree. I will merely 
state a bit oftxperlcnce In breaking a bird dog to stand, My 
father was once presented a puppy by a friend represented to be 
half Gordon setter; but whether Gordon or cur, he became one 
of the handsomest and best hunters I ever saw Father owned a 
pet deer at the time, and the dog and deer soon became fast 
friends. Absurd as it may seem, the deer and dog would range 
the hills together, the dog would ruD birds and rabbits, and the 
deer would follow right up like a companion puppy In the hunt. 
When Winter came It was just the same; the dog would slip 
away from home, no matter how cold or blustery tbe d »7> *"•' 
hunting up the deer away they would go after rabbits and birds. 
When tired the deer would paw away the snow to the ground, 
and both would lie down as cozily as kittens. I did my Unit 
hunting With the dog when he was about a year old, and I would 
have warranted him then to chase a bird further and faster than 
anything of his Inches In the country; he would fairly whizz after 
anything that wore feathers. In my first hunt wiy) him he broke 
as a matter of course as soon as the first covey was flushed, when 
I gave him a good sound switching, and In a whole Fall’s hunt 
I never punished him again, farther than to slightly cuff his ears 
when a little rash. He would stand to bis point firm as a rock, 
and when ordered would flush the bird, drop to ground, and wait 
for further orders. 1 hunted with a muzzle-loader and in a 
short time he knew almost the moment I was prepared for further 
action; he would watch me closely, and when it came to capping 
the gun he would show his eagerness for a new start by rising 
up. Now, how came it that be was so easily broken! I leave it for 
more experienced dog trainer - to say. According to Black Ned, 
the dog’* whole cour*c of life up to the tfme of hunting, wa* 
such as to demoralize him for a good hunter. My only cxplana 
Hon for It is, that there Is a turning point somewhere In the life 
of a dog. as well as man, and that a dog must in a measure out¬ 
live bis puppyish hilarity, before arriving at that age of discretion 
and proper understanding of things, which even a bird dog must 
possess, to enable him to better understand the orders of nt* 
trainer. _ 


Worms— St Louis, Mo .—Editor Chicago Field:—A breeder 
and owner of quite a number of fine dogs, came to me the other 
day greatly perplexed upon the worm question. He has recently 
lost a number of promising puppies from worms. Has been glv 
Ing vermifuge and has tried turpentine. Bays these remedies kin 
the worms but also kill the pup. For worms in a puppy the 
beat thing I ever used was areca nut. Ten cents will nuj 
half a dozen. Pound one of them Into a fine powder and gl 
often with food and put a small quantity upon the pup’s tongue 
occasionally. The worms will become very sick of their medicine, 
while It will not weaken or effect the animal in any way. » 
there be any worms, puppy will soon begin to pass them off el ¬ 
and by continuing the remedy In a few days will be entirely free 
from them. To kill several huudred worms In the stomach nv 
one violent dose of the more active remedies Is to invito sure 
death, as in most cases the worm* are In the majority and the pup 
lacking In strength to pass them off. For worms In fuU-grow» 
dogs or tope worm I do not recollect of ever seeing Naldlre 
Powder,” an English preparation, recommended In the Chicago 
Field, It Is expensive, costing »1.50 per powder or dose, sen 
for tope-worm Is said to be the best thing extant. The dog 
to fast a full twenty-four hours.

Kiutor Chicago Field: —The genuine sportsman 1b bound to 
hi. fellow In feeling, by stronger cords than unite those of any 
other calling. Sectional lines and prejudices are unknown to 
him. He cares nothing for differences of political creeds. He 
Is not troubled about defining the several casts of society, and Is, 
I think, the only specimen of humanity who really does not ex¬ 
perience antagonism of race. Hence, It Is common In your sec¬ 
tion, to see sportsmen intimate and hunting with the rcd-tkin, 
snil here It is equally common to go hunting with the black-eletn. 

There Is, then, a 11 fellow-feeling which makes us wondrous 
kind,” and which draws us toward each other, and makes us 
anxious to communicate, even though long distances separate us.

A beautiful morning awaited us. .A clear sky, a genial sun.

My First Fox Hunt.

Editor Chicago Field:— Thinking that the story of my first 
fox hunt would perhaps prove Interesting to some of your many 
readers, I will endeavor to portray forthelr benefit the—to me at 
least—very exciting episode. I will state, as a prelude, that I 
have long been an enthusiastic lover of dog and gun, and last 
Fall I became for the first time the happy owner of each. It Is 
true I did not become very proficient in bringing the birds to bag, 
but I learned something, and hope in time to become worthy to 
write myself sportsman. Uncle Johnny H. undertook to show 
me the true way, and I greatly fear that I gave him much cause 
for his frequent use of language more forcible than elegant. 

Uncle Johnny Is a thorough sportsman and well up In all that 
pertains to sport In the field. You should have heard him go on 
when I took a pot shot at a quail on the ground. After a long 
tirade, wherein tbe enormity of my offence was duly set before 
me In glowing colors, he wound up with: "Thank heaven, there 
Is one redeeming feature about this transaction, you didn’t touch 
him I" I then and there learned that something more than the 
mere killing of game was required to constltnte a sportsman. 

I have always lived tn the city, and until last Fall had never 
been much In the country, and of course was rather green. 

When I first learned that I was to have a long vacation and 
could spend It all up here, I firmly resolved that I would neglect 
no opportunity to add to my knowledge ok woodcraft, sod when 
Uncle Johnny signified bis willingness to try and teach me some 
of the rudiments, I was nearly wild with delight, for I had always 
looked upon him as the chief among mighty hnntera, and had 
listened with open mouth and ears to the wonderful tales he told 
of wild life In the Western wilderness among the bears and pan¬ 
thers. I considered him the peer of Gordon Gumming, Texas 
Jack, or any other man, and esteemed myself very fortunate to 
have secured such a Mentor. After a few weeks among the hlrds, 
although I bad become something of an adept, I began to feci 
that “ I was formed for nobler deeds," and, although not weary¬ 
ing of the sport, I had a hankering for larger game, where a 
spice of danger would add zest to my enjoyment.” I told Uncle 
Johnny of my secret longing when taking leave of him on my 
return. He sympathized with me and said that the largest game 
In this vicinity was the sanguinary fox, and that be would write 
me when to come, and give ms some royal sport with them. I 
returned to my city home and anHooaly awaited tbe Joyful sura- 


moos. You cannot Imagine my stateof mind when I received the 
following letter from him, Now, I exclaimed, I have a chance to 
display my prowess and gratify the ardent longings that have so 
long possessed my soul.

Now, I had never seen a fox nor heard much about them, and 
was much surprised to learn that they were so ferocious. I bad 
not supposed that they were capable of Inflicting much damage 
upon a man, although I readily believed that they might be dan 
gerous for a dog to tackle. I firmly resolved that, should I get in 
close quarters with one, that I would “ do or die,” and try and go 
through tbe ordeal with courage and do no discredit to myself or 
the teachings of Uncle Johnny. 

It was with these thoughts filling my mind that I found my¬ 
self at the station. Uncle Johnny’s man of all work was awaiting 
me and In reply to my eager enquiry for him said that he had 
gone with the boys to find a fox, and that bis orders were to take 
me to the old cedar swamp and place me on the runway, and 
that I was to stay there uutil the fox came round, and then to 
stand my pound firmly and not let my faith waver, but show 
wbat stuff I was made of. This message made me, If possible 

more eager for th« fray, and when a few moment* later I heard 

tbe first faint cry of tbe hounds,” my heart beat like a trip 
hammer, and I must confess that there was a feeling in my breast, 
not of fear exactly, but I somehow felt as I imagine a soldier 
does when he first goes Into battle. I could occasionally hear the 
dogs, and each bark seemed nearer. When all at once, not more 
than a hundred rod6 from me In the swamp, with the noise of a 
score of locomotives screaming at once, the dogs broke out in 
such an uproar of howling and screeching that I decided at once 
that they had suddenly come upon the fox In his lair, and that he 
had turned at bay and was rending them limb from limb.

Fireplace Follies. 

New York. 

Editor CmcAOo Field:—S itting in my den, before the cheer¬ 
ful blaze of the Are on the hearth, and viewing the matter 
through the smoke of a “Relna," after plural libations to 
“Jamaica,” the conviction bas gradually forced itself upon my 
mind, that to be thoroughly happy, the possession of a fireplace 
Is an absolute necessity. 

Not bat what happiness and hot Scotch are possible with 
grates and registers. But the family loses its central attraction, 
and homesteads become things of the past, when big chimneys, 
and wide fireplaces are banished. I believe the present Is a day 
of trial, in which we are passing through a fiery furnace, and 
possibly we shall all be purified, as we are are dried up. and wasted 
away. The hot air of a furnace is a sirocco; the heat of a wood 
fire, is only sunshine, like that bottled In Laorlmn- Christ!. It 
must be confessed, that a wood fire, requires as much tending as 
a pslr of twins, or a litter of blue-bloods. To say nothing of 
flaming projectiles sent Into the room, even by the best of wood, 
from the explosion or gases confined In its cells; the brands are 
contlnnouBly dropping down, and coala are scattered over the 
hearth. 

However much the careful housewife, who thinks more of neat- 
ness than enjoyment, may dislike this, It Is one of the chief de¬ 
lights of a wood fire. I would as soon have a setter, with a 
cross of native In him, as a fire without a big back log; and I 
would rather do In English “Black Ned's” iatln quotations, than 
have one that required no tending—one of dead wood that could 
not Ring again the Imprisoned songs of the forest, or give out In 
brilliant scintillations the sunshine It absorbed In Its growth. 

A chief value of It Is, however, to look at. It Is a picture 
framed between the jambs; you have nothing on your walla of 
favorite dog or Autumn stubble, that Is really as fascinating. 
8peaklng like an upholsterer, It furnishes the’ room, and it is 
never twice the eame. In this respect It Is like the landscape 
view through a window, always seen In a new light, color, or 
condition. Tbe fireplace is a window Into the most charming 
world, I ever had a glimpse of—when viewed through the liquid 
sparkle of "Sec," and the blue haze of a Qavanna. 

I am not scientific enough to despise direct beat, and have no 
taste for a Winter residence In “Lake Cltv” where the ther¬ 
mometer cannot be kept comfortable, even by bolllnsr. There la 
certainly, a satisfaction In the direct radiance of a hickory fire, 
which Is not to be found In the finest blasts of a furnace. Be¬ 
sides this, the eye ie delighted, the sense of smell Is regaled by 
the fragrant decomposition, and the ear 1s pleased with the hiss¬ 
ing, crackling, and singing—a liberation of so many oat-door 
noises, all familiar to the sportsman’s ear. All the senses arc 
ministered to, and the Imagination Is left as free as tbe leaping 
tongues of flame. The attention which a wood fire demands Is 
one of Its best recommendations. We value little, that which 
costs us no trouble to maintain. If we were obliged to keep the 
sun kindled up, and going, by act of Congress, and be taxed for 
Its maintenance, we should prize It more than we do. Not. that 
I wish the proper regulation of Its temperature to get mixed with 
politics, where we already have so much combustible stuff; but 
we take It quite too much as a matter of course, and having It 
free, do not reckon It among the reasons for gratitude. Many 
people shut It out of their homes as If It were an enemy, and 
plant trees to shut It away from the molderlng house. Ani¬ 
mals, as well as races of men In their simple state, know better 
than this. The old women of southern Italy, sit all day In the 
sun, while at tbelr work, as grateful as the sociable hens on the 
south side of a Jersey barn. The capacity of a cal to absorb 
sunshine Is equaled only by that of a Georgia cracker, or an alli¬ 
gator. But this Is politics. I was about to say, that, however 
It may be with sunshine, one Is always grateful for his wood fire 
because be does not maintain It without some cost. 

Yet I must confess to a difference between sunlight, and the 
light of a wood fire. The sunshine Is untamed. CWhen It rages 
most freely, It tends to evoke the brilliancy, rather than tbe har¬ 
monious satisfactions of nature. The monstrous growth, and 
the flaming colors of ihe South, contrast with our more subdued 
loveliness of bloom and foliage. The birds of the tropics dazzle 
with their contrasts of plnmage, and their voices are for scream¬ 
ing,rather than singing. 1 suspect the fiercest ennUght.pute people, 
a» well as animals and vegetables, on extremes In all ways. 

“A fire on the hearth Is a klndler of the domestic virtues." 
It brings In cheerfulness, end a family center, and besides It la 
srtletlc. I should like to know of sn artist who could represent 
on canvas, a happy family, gathered ronnd a hole In tbe floor, 
called a register! Given a fireplace, and a poor artist could al¬ 
most create a pleasant group around It. But what could be con¬ 
jure out of a register! 

If there wss sny virtue smong our sneestors—and they labored 
under many dlsadvantagee. and had few of the aids whlrh we 
have to excellence of life—fbreech-loaders, top-snap, treble 
•edge-fast and choke-bores)—they drew It mostly from the fire¬ 
side. The ancestral glass, meanwhile, slzzlug wickedly with the 
hot Iron. 

When the Ore Is made you want to stt In front of It, and grow 
(•nlal and communicatively mellow ln| Its effulgence, about con¬ 


fident belief In the fact that your blue blood Is the best ever 
“drew" a cover; speak and write, with mysterious confidence, of 
tbe defects of your friend's dogs: “How can A. be such a blank 
fool %s to cling to such a native!” Mention, as a matter sure to 
ehsln the Interest of all, that your pet “Grant” has the faculty of 
making a closer pattern, and showing better penetration, than 
any gun In existence. If you have neither gun or dog of your 
own, assume the fact, or take up arms In behalf of gome unknown 
friend. Experience counts as nothing; write to keep the pot 
boiling; the fireplace will give all necessary Inspiration. To any 
one doubting your statements, suggest the possibility of his 
being an Idiot, and accuse him of shooting In Washington market 
with a red calf for a setter. These little social (and newspaper) 
amenities, do so add to the zest and pleasantness of life. I had 
determined at the outset to avoid all allusion to gun or dog; but 
It would seem that the rullug passion Is too strong to curb. 

A whole leisure day before you, a good novel at hand, and the 
back log just beginning to kindle, with uncounted hours of com¬ 
fort In It (and the decanter); has In-door life anything more 
alluring! For novel, you can substitute “Recapper's" “Essays 
on the Gun,” If you wish to be virtuous as well as happy. Stop! 
To deliberately sit down In the morning to enjoy yourself, Is this 
not the sin of sins! Have you any right to read even the Cnt- 
caoo Field, until you have exhausted tbe best part of the day- 
in Borne employment that Is called practical? I am aware that 
IUIb is the practice, If not Ihe theory of society, to defer social 
pleasures until after nightfall, when body, and mind are both 
weary with the exertions of business, and when we can give to 
what Is the most profitable thing In life—social aud intellectual 
Intercourse, only the weariness of dull brains and tired muscles. 
No wonder we take our amusements sadly. Oar economy leaves 
no place for relaxation; we merely add them to the burden of a 
life alreadv foil. The world Is still off the track as to what Is 
really useful. 

I believe that the morning is a very good time in which to do 
anything that Is good. If the season will not permit of an out¬ 
door brush with dog and gun—as Is the ease at this time—an In¬ 
structive novel Is the correct thing If It be fresh, and require an 
alert mind in reading it. 

I suppose It is necessary that business should be transacted: 
though the amount of business that does not contribute to any¬ 
body’s comfort or improvement suggests the query, whether it Is 
not overdone. I know that unremitting attention to business Is 
the price of success, but I don’t know what success Is. There Is 
a man whom we all know by reputation, who built a house that 
cost a quarter of a million and furnished It for another like sum, 
who does not know anythlngmore about architecture, or painting, 
or books, or history, than -some superintendents of bench shows 
do of their official duties. He wae heard once, In a foreign 
gallery to say to his wife, as they stood In front of a famoua 
picture by Rubens: “That Is the Rape of the Sardine*." What a 
cheerful world It would be, if everybody were as successful as that 
uian. 

As I a in reading my novel by the fire, and taking part in 
transactions that may be a great deal better than real, or scrib¬ 
bling my absurdities to you, O noble sachem! let me be thankful 
that so many are profitably employed in counting-house and 
country stores (and the “squire’s” office) In keeping up the gossip 
and exchange of opinions, so much of which Is made to appear at 
home as “business.” I find that there Is a sort of busy idleness 
among men In this world that is not held in disrepute. 

I think tbe open fire does not kindle the Imagination, as much 
as It awakens the memory; one sees tbe past In its crumbling 
embers and ashy grayness. We become reminiscent and even 
sentimental In front of It. They used to become something else, 
In those good old days, when It was thought best to heat, the 
poker red hot before plunging It into the mugs of flip. 

This heating of the poker has been disapproved of late years, 
on what, grounds I know not. Cold whisky out of a bottle, 
taken as a prescription six times an hour, Isn’t my idea of virtue, 
any more than the social ancestral glass slzzing with the lmt 
poker. Nor Is It as palatable. Names are so confusing in this 
world; but things are apt to remain pretty much the same, what- 
ever we call them, and ’Scotch” and “Jamaica’ 1 arc very excel¬ 
lent substitutes for “Flip.” 

Perhaps as you look In tbe fire-place. It widens and grows deep. 
Over the fire swings a crane with Its row of pot hooks. What a 
jolly sight is this fire-place, where the pots and kettles are all 
boiling and bubbling over the (lame, and a roasting spit Is turn¬ 
ing in front. 

Imagine the ardent sportsman, sitting in the warm chimney- 
corner, while the storm rages, and the snow Is piled high against 
the wMndows- Alternately he reads and dreams, of woodcock, 
grouse, Scotts and Greeners, and before his mind's eye flit the 
scenes of last season's sporting triumphs "Rex, dear,” Bays his 
wife, “you’ll surely fall In the fire." But Rex doesn’t hear. He 
has Just had a double rise of woodcock, and bagged both birds. 
“Won’t you hold the baby, dear!” How can behold the baby, 
when he Is In that “swamp-hole,” with the snipe boiling up on 
every side! 

Good Sachem I I dreamed a dream to-day, while silting be¬ 
fore the fire. I had taken up that wonderful combination of 
“anda,’ the T. and 8. and K. and G., and, becoming wearied, fell 
asleep at the editorial page. Methought I was at Nimrod’s palat e, 
and In the most gorgeous ap rtment thereof. On alt sides w. re 
hung countless trophies of the chase. An Immense eagle with 
extended pinions formed the canopy of the throne, whereon sat 
his Royal Nibs. Gathered at the foot, of the Imperial chair, were 
all the sporting scribblers of our time, summoned, ns It seemed 
by the kingly warrant, that each might be presented with a New 
Year offering. Many there were, whose faces were without the 
limit of ray dazzled vision. Each, however, appeared to be labeled 
with bis pet pseudonym, presumably, as a token of his right or 
entry. 

Convenient to the Royal hand, stood a golden table, laden 
with objects, both strange and familiar—the rewards of merit 

Not a sound had broken tbe silence, when suddenly the court 
usher called, “Mohawk." To him, who had been awarded the 
post of honor, was given a statue of Justice.

Tbe boy who expects every morning to opcu Into a new world, 
finds that to-day is like yesterday, but he believes to-morrow will 
be different. So with the real reward* we expect In this world, 
they elude the grasp, hut hope points ever on and upward. 

The flro testa upon the brood hearth; the hearth rests upon a 
great substructure of stone, and the substructure rests upon the 
cellar. What support* the cellar, I never knew, but tbe cellar 
supports the family and Is the foundation of domestic comfort. 
Into Its dark recesses the boy’s Imagination goes fearfully. 
Bogle* guard the bias of choloest apple*. Oomleal sprite* sit 


| aside the cider barrels ranged along the wall. The feeble flicker 
[*of tbe tallow candle does not at all dispel, but creates, Illusions, 
i Who can forget the micll that comes through the opened door—a 
mingling of fresh earth, fruit exhaling delicious aroma, kitchen 
vegetables, the mouldyodor of barrels, a sort of ancestral air—a* 
If the door In an old romance had been opened. Do you like ltl 
Not much I Nor do I. But then I would not exchange the re¬ 
membrance of It for a good many odors and perfumes that I do 
like. 

Tbe fire on Ihe hearth has burned out, and I fear the “auger” 
has bored too deeply already. . Friar Tuc k. 

American vs. English Unit*. 

DALE highland's reply TO R. E. Ol’CAIUNB. 

Editor Chicago Field :—Anticipating that the fertile brain 
of my scientific friend Capt. D. will this time charge to his letter 
In your Issue of Jan. 25, gs being the cause of my appearing (fig¬ 
uratively beheaded) with finger ends to address the readers of the 
Chicago Field, who, by the way, are the empaneled and Intel¬ 
ligent jury, who will lu due time render verdict if they have found 
any good in any gun modern and American. 

I see the Captain has labored under the Impression that I In¬ 
tended to disobey his clarion command to present arms, then 
carry and forward march with the evidence that I had seen as 
good gun barrels made In this country as any from Europe. When 
I made that statement I wae aware of the most excellent fabric*, 
ttons made over the water. I have never said that good work 
was not done In Europe. I never said such makers as he men¬ 
tions were not good and honest makers. I flatter myself to be 
too good a judge of a gun to make such a foolish statement. On 
the contrary, I am pleased to Inspect their excellent work, and 
consider them all artlzans of high order of ability, and yet 1 
reiterate that for a like number of guns neither of them ever 
equaled the American I). B. Wesson & Co. guns, for workman- 
ship and material. All I ask for them is an inspection, I care not 
how critical it may bp; the work Is honest, as acknowledged by 
such an expert as Alrao, who knows what a good gun Is. So also 
Bell Muzzle, whose views I should like to see more fully expressed 
as to tbe details of the Wesson gun. I have yet to find the man 
who Is any Judge of a gun, that says the Wesson gun Is not what 
I claim for it; and perhaps I am acquainted with as many good 
judges of a gun as the Captain. 

To do a good Job quickly, take your time, is a maxim some 
should follow. Another very good reason why I have been so 
long in answering Is, that I had other business to attend to, and 
did not want to bother Capt.D. while engaged in the laboratory pre¬ 
paring a December frog to entertain un audience In the Paris of 
America; by the way, possibly a little Syracuse salt will tickle a 
frog’s hind leg, besides It’s more palatable and don’t sour, at least 
In this section of civilization; but joking aside I would not now, 
even now, have asked your Indulgence, had he not accused me 
of trying to cover up my first position by lugging in statements 
entirely foreign to the discussion. Now, sir, 1 assure you noth¬ 
ing was further from my purpose or desire, as I had ample mate¬ 
rial to build with, without being necessitated to take foreign mat¬ 
ter to erect a position that even he concedes to be Impregnable 
as he admits our differences are not radical. That’s right, 
Captain, pitch your tent nearer to mine; we will yet work and 
stand by one gun, and that of American make. 

That was excellently observed, says I, when I read a passage 
in an author, where his opinion agreed with mine. So wrote 
Swift. 

And It's a great satisfaction for me to know In defending the 
handiwork of American gun makers that even the witness that. 
Capt. D. claims to be the most brilliant arms authority In 
this country (and whose authority the editor of the Chioaoo 
Field considers Is not surpassed by any in America) admits that 
the "Wesson guns were of very handsome style and finish, hav, 
lug beautiful barrels of their own manufacture, and the whole 
gun showing excellent workmanship and fine material.” This 
gentleman might just as truthfully completed the story by admit 
ting just what I claim for this American made gun, viz.: that 
for a like number of guns, no one maker In Europe even equaled 
them for perfection and exactness in every detail. However, sir, 
as he shows so muc(i sensitiveness upon so flue a point, I shall 
endeavor to confine my remarks in this article to the merits of 
American made gun barrels,anil shall present witnesses to the con¬ 
trary, notwithstanding the high indorsements both he and the 
editor of this paper have given some of his witnesses. I con¬ 
sider mine entitled to the merits of tictug not only theoretically 
schooled, hut practically so In this barrel bnslness, and that’s 
enough to guarantee them a careful hearing by the readers of the 
Chicago Field. 

The first witnesses called to the stand arc the Messrs. Reming¬ 
ton & Sons, who have made figured Darrels since the year 1830, 
(Mr. Editor, before you or I was born) and whose extensive travels 
in the Old World and ..hrougli the barrel districts thereof have 
made them familiar wlt.li the practical working of this branch of 
the gun business as conducted there. 

Here Is what they write: “As to our opinion In making twist 
barrels, wc have made them for many years, mainly for gunsmiths 
throughout the county. Latterly we have found It more convenient 
to import the twist barrels used In the manufacturing of our guns, 
aa many different patterns are called for; bat we think it will not 
be long before these barrels will he made In this country; nnlil 
recently the cost of labor here would have prevented It being done 
successfully, but at the present cost of labor this obstacle will 
undoubtedly disappear. 

In a conversation Mr. John A. Nichols, the sole matiu- 
ufacturerof the Nichols >\t Lefcver sporting guns, Informed me 
that the barrels used by him are direct importations, and from 
the very best makers In Europe, as he cannot procure barrels 
made in this country that, are of good enough grades for his trade. 
He, however, says that tbe Wesson barrels are of most excellent 
material, and of beautiful pattern, and be liellevea barrels have 
been made equal In strength and beauty, and will he tnanufac 
lured In this country as successfully as they are In Europe. 

Mr. D M Lefevcr, former partner with Mr. Nichols, fully con 
curred with Mr. Nichols as to tbe ability of American makers to 
successfully co-npete with the skilled makers of Europe In this 
branch of the gun business, as they have already on the other 
branches In gun making. 

I could presentother witnesses,well known sportsmen and makers, 
whose testimony fully endorses the sentiments above expressed, 
but I he above la sufficient to show that our leading makers be 
lleve that they make and can make what any man can, And 
why not! 

When that Philadelphia dealer wrote to Mr. Ducalgne that he 
“regrets to have to say you have studied the subject for years 
more than some dealers,” I believe him I’ll tell yon conltden 
tlally what I think of such gun dealers who confess that they are 
neither theoretical or practical—a son of What-l*-lt In the gun 
bnslness—that I pity them, and consider those who have cease* 1 
to learn the most useless men In tbe world.
